The religion of the New Teftament, is emphaticaliy 
termed the doctrine according to godlineſs. Where godlineſs 
- Is wanting the doctrine has not been cordially received. 
Are you not grieved with the inconſiſtency of the Man, 
who adds not obedience to his admiration and grati- 
tude? Thediſciples of Chriſt impreſſed with a power- 
ful ſenſe of obligation, are at all times and on all ocea- 
ſions, attentive to the moral and poſitive commands of 
their aſcended Lord. One eſſential branch of evangel]:- 
cal obedience, is the love of the Brethren, In this ſtate 
of comparative darkneſs and imperfection, vain is our 
expectation of an entire coincidence of ſentiment and of 
an univerſal agreement in practice. Diſmiſs therefore 
puerile prejudices. Baniſh impertinent diſtinctions. A- 
bridge not the rights of Chriſtian fellowſhip. Preſerve 
ſacred ly the unity of the ſpirit in the bond of peace, for there 

z ene Lord — one Faith — one Baptiſm — one Gad and Fa- 
ther of all.
